WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
Sovieti have sent a new note 
dealing with the queetioo of ac- 
cesi to the Communú d-aurround- 
ed city of Weft Berlin, a Wettem 
diplomat said Wednesday night. 
This word was given to news­ 
men at the windup of a 2Mi-hour 
session b y a Western Big Four 
amb assadorial group considering 
the German isaue. 
There was no immediate word 
OR the content of the note. 
Earlier, the U.S. government 
b ad iiaued a statement denounc­ 
ing the new Berlin restrkrtkms as 
another Communist move to con­ 
fine 17 million East Germans and 
East Berliners “b ehind b arb ed 
wire and concrete curtains.’* 
Ba rrica ding Fa Bewnp 
U.S. strategists tended to re­ 
gard the new restrictions as a 
foUowup on the Cwnmunists* Aug. 
13 harricading of the East Berlin 
b order, rather than as an impair­ 
ment (k vital Western rights such 
as access b y tiie West to West 
Berlin. 
No details were immediately 
availab le on the reported new 
note frcNn Moscow.

The Illegality 
Of 'Prestige' 


Russia has no legal right to attempt to 
change the status of Berlin. The Kremlin doesn’t 
pretend to have any. The Communist demand 
for a change in Berlln’i status is, at Khrushchev 
said recently, a question of "prestige.” And he 
offered a hint ai to what he meant by "prestige’* 
when he implied that Russia it so powerful that 
the Allies will not resist her in this matter. 
There it a long-continued Berlin crisis, and 
Moscow created it unaided. The Allied protests 
observe that present developments constitute 
the most flagrant violation of international 
agreements on Berlin since the Berlin blockade 
of 19 48 49 . 
When that blockade ended, Russia signed 
still another agreement, pledging herself to 
facilitate freedom of movement both within 
Berlin and between Berlin and all parts of 
Germany. 
But Russia and her East German puppets 
have cut the elevated and subway service in 
Berlin, tom up streets, erected road blocks, and 
strung barbed wire. None of thia exactly facili­ 
ties freedom of movement. 
The four-power agreementa on Germany 
and Berlin alM> forbid the formation and use 
of military and para-military units in the city. 
So Berlin ia out of bounds to West German 
troops. But the extraordinary and illegal mea­ 
sures described above are being illegally en­ 
forced by East German military and para­ 
military units. 
In further violation of their i^edge to facili­ 
tate freedom of movement in Berlin, the Com­ 
munists have prevented tens of thousands of 
East Berliners from keeping their jobs in West 
Berlin. This is not only illegal; it denies to the 
workers their elementary right to choose where 
they will work. 
All these measures, in addition to being 
illegal, flout the wishes of the people of East 
and West Berlin alike. The reason for them, of 
course, is that the Communists are embarrassed 
by the flight of their subjects to the West. But 
they constitute a reckless attempt to settle the 
problem by force and threats of force.

Soviet Russia declined to join in this rationalization 
of Berlin, establishing East Germany as a separate 
area, controlled by Soviet Russia. This was a violation 
of all agreementa. iMit Soviet Russia has maintained 
that there are two Germanys and that there will remain 
two Germanys and that Berlin is actually within the 
Soviet Zone, in East Germany. Therefore the Western 
powers, who may be there legally, are there irrationally.

H iii kind of historical error was not only made as 
regards Berlin but also as regards China. I have been 
reading Robert M<Hris’ remarkable book, *‘No Wonder 
We Are Losing." in which he gives the ctetails of his 
services as a counsel for Congressional committees. In 
this bo(A. be establishes beyond question the activities 
of Russian agents and spies within the State Depart­ 
ment and the White House. 
He deecribes carefully what we now call, to avoid 
libel, "Russian-wiented” persons who played an enor­ 
mous role in the development 
o f American pdicy toward 
Red Chkia. Morris describes what he knows 
fro m first 
hand experience. 
The mistakes mads in our relations with China 
caniK^ be corrected and they are proving to be very 
c o^ y to us. But the personalities who made the mis­ 
takes, who associated with Russian-oriented personali­ 
ties, who influenced Presidents and Secretaries of State 
are, many of them, still around, working in the State 
Department and elsewhere in the government. They 
made mistake» and to err is human; therefore it is 
held that the entire country not the individuals should 
suffer. 
A final example o i error and carelessness Is to 
be found In Cuba, la the support and oppi^tion to 
Batista; in the support and (H^poaitimi to Cmtro; in 
the boycott of Cuban goods but tlw shipment of 
American goods to Cnba from both Tampa and 
Canada. And. of course, the greatest blunder was 
the amateuririi commando • type Invasion of 
Cuba 
which ended in a fiasco. 
Who has been tried fo r the fiasco? 
VHm has 
been held responsible for the confused Cuban 
policy? Actually nobody has been. The doctrine 
remains that to err is human and that ail a human 
being need say is that he regrets his error, where­ 
upon he is permitted to err some more. 
This country will have to wake up and take a 
item er attitude toward. experts who make mistakes. 
There are some who still do not believe that Harry 
Dexter White was a malicious official, a Russian agent, 
despite all the evidence to that effect gathered by the 
FBI. There are ^ill scwme udio believe that Alger Hiss 
is innocent. What is their proof? Is it not enough to 
establish a man’s innocence that Joe McCarthy held 
that he was guilty? If it is possible to prove guilt by 
association, why not establish innocence by looking at 
the accuser? 
No nation can afford the luxury of that sort of 
logic—sueely not in a battle with Soviet Russia.

Allies Have Lost Ground In Berlin Crisis 


IN 
EUROPE - The 
Lyndon 
Johnson visit to West Germany 
and Berlin is 
over, 
and 
the 
cheers and the i^outing have sub­ 
sided. It was a good idea for him 
to make the trip. It gave timely 
encouragement to the West Ber­ 
lin populace, w’hlch had grown 
panicky. But the sad, unvarnished 
truth u that the Western Alliance 
stands in a dazed, if not frustrat­ 
ed, condition as it becomes clear 
that the Soviets have in reality 
seized and virtually annexed a 
piece of Berlin and apparently 
have gotten away with their ag­ 
gression. 
^ 
The facts are plain to see. Four 
powers allied together in the last 
war made an agreement to act 
as trustees for a conquered ter­ 
ritory. No single trustee had the 
power to disregard the will erf the 
others or to continue to occupy 
any territory or govern any of its 
inhabitants without the express 
consesL of the other allies. 
The .Soviet Union now has vio­ 
lated its trusteeship. The people 
of West Berlin were dumbfounded 
when the three Western powers of 
the wartime alliance sent a note 
to Moscow that merely called at­ 
tention to the violation without 
seeming to be willing to do any­ 
thing about it. That's why the 
morale <rf West Berlin's popula­ 
tion sank and Vice President John- 
s<m hurried over to the area to 
cheer them up and to participate 
in the welcoming of 1,500 addi- 
ti<mal American troops who came 
lOk.,^strengthen the 
garrison 
in 
West Berlin. 
But such a small military con­ 
tingent and the deimmstrations of 
the crowd for the distinguished 
Ameircan visitors have little, if 
any significance so far as the 
Communists are concerned. This 
is because, for all practical pur­ 
poses, the Western allies have al­ 
ready acquiesced in the cutting off 
of East Berlin, and there is really 
nothing to negotiate now except 
the ratification of the Soviet ac­ 
tion in annexing the whole Elast 
German area through the device 
of a separate peace treaty.

their voices on the telephone and 
ask him for medical advice. The 
President went along w-ith the 
joke and sent him a hook for his 
birthday: “The Family Medical 
Encyclopedia.” 
I^anky, likable Mike Feldman, 
who was abandoned as a child to 
an orphanage hut now has a suite 
of crffices in the White House, 
came in for some kidding for his 
work on the President’s message 


to Congress on the highway pro­ 
gram, 
"This must be r crash pro­ 
gram ," Feldman wrote earnestly. 
But Ted Soren.sen, the No. 1 aide, 
suggested dryly that it might be 
poor politics for the President to 
advocate a "crash” program for 
highways. 
While House Verse^ 
The President, wlTo.« « own sense 
of hum ir is dry. as a martini, 
likes to join in the backstage ban­ 
ter. But his humor shows up more 
often in the quick postscripts he 
scribbles on personal letters, 
To ease the tension, .some aides 
exchange comic notes and verses. 
Most prolific is the bland, bril­ 
liant Sorensen who can dash off 
doggerel like an amateur Ham- 
merstein. 
In a poetic tribute to his deputy, 
he ’■ihhed Feldman recently about 
his illegible handwriting. Wroto 
Sorensen 
"Whose works are illegible—or 
does this say illegal? 
Who has the sense of a haro 
and the strength of an eagle? 
Or does this say an absence of 
hair and » he stench of a beagle? 
Anyway—-it's the deputy, 
"Who works on food drains—or 
does this say feed grains? 
Who is wjr backbone, our head, 
and a mass of t^rains? 
Or does this say our backache, 
a headache, and a mess of pains? 
Anyway—it's the deputy." 
Back came Feldman with a 
parody, written to a tune frtrni 
"H. M. S. Pinafore": 
"Ted Sorensen was first in hit 
cla.ss at school, 
Yet declined lega’ offers; ha 
was no fool. 
Instead he learned to play the 
V>iano with ease; 
He studied al! his chords and 
scales until they were ’a breeze. 
And now that Harry Truman 
has retired (with his spouse). 
We needed a pianist to cheer up 
the White House, 
So it was simple as it could 
be: 
Ted became special counsel to 
John F. Kennedy." 
Such is life inside the White 
House during these days of crisis, 
as the whole world walks the 
razor edge of Berlin. It is an 
extraordinary mixture of devo­ 
tion, humanity, and the spices of 
wry, dry wit, but as wholesome a 
mixture as ever went into one of 
grandmtrfher’s cakes.

Chie cannot spend five minutes 
in Europe without encountering 
the immense philosophical differ­ 
ence 
between 
Americans 
and 
Europeans on the subject of war. 
In our country, the enemy, the 
only enemy worth thinking about, 
is Communism. In Europe, the 
great enemy is war itself. 
The European popular attitude 
is summed up best in the slogan 
now getting currency in Britain: 
“ Better Red than dead.” This 
slogan was promptly, and I think 
unwiseiy, dismissed 
by 
Ameri­ 
cans al Communist propaganda. 
Of course, there’s no doubt but 
that the CtMumunists are making 
great use of it. (It’s probably the 
greatest Communist propaganda 
coup since the Reds appr(H>riated 
the word peace as their very own 
invention.) 
Just the same, “Better Red than 
dead" has an immense emotional 
and ideological appeal to many 
persons who abhor C^nununism. 
There are very great numbers 
of this group and they are an im­ 
portant 
group of writers 
and 
thinkers and their numbers span a 
great many Americans who live 
abroad. This is not to say that 
there are not many — probably 
a great majority — who w(Hild 
very much rather be dead than 
Red and who think very much 
like Americans, as expressed in 
the Gallup poll, think. 
But the difference is that both 
groups command respectful atten­ 
tion; a member of either group 
can — in cafes or in the letters 
columns of newspapers (where 
the subject is constantly hashed 
over) or in a livingroom — argue 
his position without losing friends 
or his }o b or his reputation. Can 
this be done in America? Euro­ 
peans say no. 
The subject, they say — and 
with great pride — is unarguable 
in America. “Americans,” a wit­ 
ty European said to me, "will 
kill every last man, woman, and 
child on earth to defend a liberty 
they lost long ago. What kind of 
liberty have Americans^ (kiuld 
any one in America get up and 
say he thinks the extermination 
of the human race is the great­ 
est crime of 
all? 
Could 
any 
American get up and say: ‘What’s 
the m atter 
with 
Communism? 
It’s a great system.’ All right, 
you disagree. But what’s the m at­ 
ter with that? Must you agree 
with every word you hear? 
“In Europe when we say free­ 
dom (rf opinion we 
mean just 
that. But in America freedom of 
opinion is freedom to say what 
everyone else is saying. As be­ 
tween that and Russian freedom 
of opinion, we Europeans don’t 
see much difference. If we can’t 
express an opinion, anyhow, we'd 
rather be alive and shut our 
mouths than dead and have our 
mouths permanently shut." 
We may disagree with that, 
but we must admit that it would 
be very difficult for an American 
to talk like that in any forum 
you can think oC — newspaper, 


cafe, private home — without be­ 
ing called a C<xnmunist dupe or 
a Communist. Intelligent Euro­ 
peans feel that the stakes in the 
next war are so vast that this is­ 
sue should be discussed on the 
very highest levels. If humanity 
doesn’t perish, civilization almost 
certainly will. Is this not an argu­ 
able subject? 
In letters to the editor or in 
private 
ccMiversation — though 
not, as far as I can see, in any 
editorial 
or (rfficial 
opinion — 
this idea is reiterated again and 
again. But in America, I must 
confess, w-e are not only not per­ 
mitted to argue 
the 
question, 
whether we’d rather have the 
whole world be dead than Red: 
we doR’t even permit ourselves 
to think about it at all or to ex­ 
amine it at all. It is treasonable 
to have anything but the official 
opinion. 
This then is the vast ideological 
gulf that one encounters 
here. 
Americans, many Europeans feel, 
have simply endorsed a position 
involving staggering consequences 
for all mankind which they have 
not thought about at all and which 
has never really been seriously 
debated. 
Of course, there’s another, hap­ 
pier side to this thorny issue of 
freedom of conscience and this the 
Europeans miss; for the first tinse 
in my memory (at least in peace­ 
time) a democracy has a solid­ 
ity of opinion to match a dictatc« '- 
ship. For the first time an Ameri­ 
can President can pursue a course 
without being sniped at — on this 
issue anyway —• from the Right 
or the Left or the Middle. 
Also, while I agree absolutely 
with my European friend that we 
are too timid, too orthodox, too 
reactionary on 
the 
subje(rf 
of 
Communism and life und<.T Com­ 
munism (which is not all that bad 
and some day we’re going to 
have to face up to that, too), I 
feel strongly that the Europeans 
miss entirely (me great .shining 
fact about the United Slates of 
Anwnca. There is in the Ainer- 
. ican popular view on Communism 
and the cold war a certain intui­ 
tive grasp that goes beyond ar­ 
guments and deeper than parlor 
liberalism. 
Americans 
on 
this 
question, as they have before cm 
great issues such as the American 
Revolution, the Civil War, and tho 
two World Wars, have an intui­ 
tive grasp of the fundamentals 
which brocrfc no argument and 
which could never be changed by 
argument. So why bother? 
But we must not crucify every­ 
one who feels this greatest of 
issues should be thrashed out pub­ 
licly because it includes some (rf 
our best friends and it include 
some very great democrats. 
Says my witty European friend: 
**I wcHild l&e to see a big tele- 
visicm debate in America: 
‘Is 
Communism a better way erf life 
than democracy?’ If you can’t 
aigue 
aboirf 
democracy, 
you 
haven’t got it."

"The crystallized products of 
science are easy enough for the 
layman to see . . . Beyond this, 
the educated public certainly h& 
some sense of the sweep of es 
tablished scientific ideas and the 
power of abstract theories to in­ 
fluence practical inventions This 
is a very great achievement of 
public education . . . 
"Nevertheless, the goal of teach 
ing scientific ways of thinking 
through the teaching of science 
still seems most intangible, diffi­ 
cult to define, and difficult to in­ 
vest with practical pedagogical 
form 
And yet it is this aspect 
of science, science as a vay of 
thought and inquiry, that is most 
likely to be of value in the long 
run, especially to the educated 
but non-scientist public.” 
Gruber noted some differences 
between programs at /arious uni­ 
versities for the students, all of 
whom 
were 
experienced 
high 
school teachers. 
The three institutes whose stu­ 
dents rated highest on his "teach­ 
ing scientific thought" scale re 
quired

that treats its fellows "in a m a­ 
ture way. allowing time for dis­ 
cussion of ideas and opportunity 
for individual selection of course*, 
and avoiding overdoses of scholas­ 
tic busywork.”

Boats Hold Big 
Place In Navy 


LONG BEACH. Calif. (UPI) - 
Small 
wooden 
vessels, 
without 
guns and no longer than a good- 
sized cabin cruiser, have taken an 
important place in today s Navy. 
Because of their size and the 
fact that their wooden hulls are 
non-magnetic, these 57-foot boats 
are able to do a better job in 
keeping harbors free of mines 
than their larger, metal - hulled 
brothers. 
These boats carry the official 
designation 
of 
mine 
sweeping 
boats (MSB! and carry a crew of 
six. The commanding office is an 
enlisted man of the rank of Chief 
Petty Officer, First Class Petty 
Officer or Second Gass P e t t y 
Officer. 
Officers at headquarters, of the 
Mine 
Force 
of 
the 
Pacific 
Fleet here say taking over as 
skipper of an MSB is one of the! 
most sought after duties of petty 
officers. 
Although 
small 
in 
size, 
the 
MSB’s have a built-in range of 
almost 2.000 miles 
Their equip­ 
ment is the same standard mine- 
sweeping gear used by even the 
largest ocean minesweepers. 
A fully loaded MSB displaces 44 
tons. 
The MSB was designed by the 
Navy in 1953. 
The job of a skipper or crew­ 
man aboard a MSB is dangerous 
because of the close-in area in 
which they operate and the ever­ 
present threat of striking a mine. 
Before a petty officer is given 
his command his great responsi­ 
bility to the giant warships of the 
fleet is drilled into him. He is 
taught that it is his responsibility 
to make the waters near shore 
safe for aircraft 
carriers, 
nu­ 
clear submarines and guided mis­ 
sile ships of the fleet 
“It's 
very 
rewarding 
duty,” 
says Chief Boatswains’ mate Wes­ 
ley A. Schultz, a veteran of 19 
years in the Navy, who has been 
assigned 
to 
the 
Pacific 
Fleet 
Mine Force since 1950. 
’’When you are out to sea you 
are the boss. But most of all you 
have a feeling of accomplishment. 
You know what to do at any giv­ 
en time. Being skipper of my 
boat, the MSB-47, is duty far su­ 
perior to any prior duty.”

NEW YORK (A P)—Speculation 
fever again is rising these days on 
Wall Street right along with stock 
prices, now at dizzy heights com­ 
pared with a year ago. 
But so far, the fast-dollar im­ 
pulse 
hasn’t reached 
anything 
near the proportions that worried 
Stock Exchange officials and gov­ 
ernment overseers of securities 
trading last spring. 
On the whole, trading volume in 
recent weeks 
has 
been light, 
prompting one observer to remark 
that the general public did not 
participate to any great extent in 
the upsurge that began a month 
ago. 
"Sometimes, speculative activi­ 
ty in low-priced shares is conta­ 
gious, just like the measles," said 
Eldon A. Grimm, a vice president 
of Walston A Co., brokers. 
Grimm traced a recent flurry of 
interest in "cheap" 
stocks to 
heavy dealings 
in 
Studebaker- 
Packard shares that in a few days 
drove up the per share price from 
$8 to $12, a 50 per cent increase. 
Buyers then flocked to American 
Motors, selling under $20 at the 
time, the analyst said, then to 
Hupp Corp, (selling at under $10)1 
"even though Hupp hasn't man 
uiactured automobiles since the 
days of Babe Ruth." 
In case you don't remember, 
Hupp used to make the Hupmo- 
bile car. 
The contagion spread to Hercu­ 
les Motors, an engine-maker that 
has lost money in late- years and 
whose securities are depressed in 
price.

The Illegality 
Of 'Prestige' 


Russia has no legal right to attempt to 
change the status of Berlin. The Kremlin doesn’t 
pretend to have any. The Communist demand 
for a change in Berlin’s status is, as Khrushchev 
said recently, a question of “prestige.” And he 
offered a hint as to what he meant by “prestige” 
when he implied that Russia is so powerful that 
the Allies will not resist her in this matter. 
There is a long-continued Berlin crisis, and 
Moscow created it unaided.. The Allied protests 
observe that present developments constitute 
the most flagrant violation 
of 
international 
agreements on Berlin since the Berlin blockade 
of 1948-49. 
When that blockade ended, Russia signed 
still another agreement, pledging herself to 
facilitate freedom of movement both within 
Berlin and between Berlin and all parts of 
Germany. 
But Russia and her East German puppets 
have cut the elevated and subway service in 
Berlin, torn up streets, erected road blocks, and 
strung barbed wire. None of this exactly facili­ 
ties freedom of movement. 
The four-power agreements on Germany 
and Berlin also forbid the formation and use 
of military and para military units in the city. 
So Berlin is out of bounds to West German 
troops. But the extraordinary and illegal mea­ 
sures described above are being illegally en­ 
forced 
by East German military and para­ 
military units. 
In further violation of their pledge to facili­ 
tate freedom of movement in Berlin, the Com­ 
munists have prevented tens of thousands of 
East Berliners from keeping their jobs in West 
Berlin. This is not only illegal; it denies to the 
workers their elementary right to choose where 
they will work. 
AU these measures, in addition to being 
Ulegal, flout the wishes of the people of East 
and West Berlin alike. The reason for them, of 
course, is that the Communists are embarrassed 
by the flight of their subjects to the West. But 
they constitute a reckless attempt to settle the 
problem by force and threats of force.

Uncorrectable Errors 


Politicians play their little gam es but some of them 
become costly irretrievable errors. Also some are not 
understandable. For instance the establishment of the 
American Sector of West Berlin inside of East Ger­ 
many — HO miles inside of East Germany without a 
corridor is beyond .understanding, 
If there was to be a divided Berlin, each sector 
should have had a corridor 
By agreem ent. Berlin was 
divided into American, British, French and Russian sec­ 
tors. The Western countries united and the people of 
West Berlin elected a government of their own, headed 
by Mayor Willy Brandt. 
Soviet Russia declined to join in this rationalization 
of Berlin, establishing East Germ any as a separate 
area, controlled by Soviet Russia. This was a violation 
of all agreem ents, but Soviet Russia has maintained 
that there are two Germany* and that there will remain 
two Germanys and that Berlin is actually within the 
Soviet Zone, in East Germany. Therefore the Western 
powers, who may be there legally, are there irrationally. 
Khrushchev makes this point b o w . He holds 
that alter IS years, a settlement must be reached 
that makes sense from the Russian standpoint. 
President Kennedy has challenged the Russian point 
of view in the most practical manner possible, by 
sending troops into Berlin and by sending Vice- 
President Johnson there. It was a direct challenge 
to Russia and Khrushchev let it pass. 
The initial error was undoubtedly made by Presi­ 
dent Truman. Prim e Ministers Churchill and Attlee, by 
the American and British chiefs-of-staff who accepted 
the Russian formula which was unsound when adopted 
and is unsound now. Even a movie house has a fire 
exit. 
This kind of historical error was not only made as 
regards Berlin but also as regards China. I have been 
reading Robert Morris’ remarkable book. “ No Wonder 
We Are Losing,” in which he gives the details of his 
services as a counsel for Congressional committees 
In 
this book, he establishes beyond question the activities 
of Russian agents and spies within the State Depart­ 
ment and the White House. 
He describes carefully what we now call, to avoid 
libel, “ Russian-oriented” persons who played an enor­ 
mous role in the development of American policy toward 
Red China 
Morris describes what he knows from first 
hand experience. 
The mistakes mad? in our relations with China 
cannot be corrected and they are proving to be very 
costly to us. But the personalities who made the mis­ 
takes. who associated with Russian-oriented personali­ 
ties, who influenced Presidents and Secretaries of State 
are, many of them, still around, working in the State 
Department and elsewhere in the government. They 
made m istakes and to err is human: therefore it is 
held that the entire country not the individuals should 
suffer. 
A final example of error and carelessness is to 
be found in Cuba, in the support and opposition to 
Batista; in the support and opposition to Castro; in 
the boycott of Cuban goods but the shipment of 
American goods to Cuba from both Tampa and 
Canada. And, of course, the greatest blunder was 
the amateurish commando - type invasion of Cuba 
which ended in a fiasco. 
Who has been tried for the fiasco? Who has 
been 
held 
responsible for the 
confused Cuban 
policy? 
Actually nobody has been. 
The doctrine 
remains that to err is human and that all a human 
being need say is that he regrets his error, where­ 
upon he is permitted to err some more. 
This country will have to wake up and take a 
sterner attitude toward experts who make mistakes. 
There are some who still do not believe that Harry 
Dexter White was a malicious official, a Russian agent, 
despite all the evidence to that effect gathered by the 
FBI. There are still some who believe that Alger Hiss 
is innocent. What is their proof? 
Is it not enough to 
establish a m an’s innocence that Joe McCarthy held 
that he was guilty? If it is possible to prove guilt by 
association, why not establish innocence by looking at 
the accuser? 
No nation can afford the luxury of that sort of 
logic—surely not in a battle with Soviet Russia.

Allies Have Lost Ground In Berlin Crisis 


IN 
E l'ROPE - The 
Lyndon 
Johnson visit to West Germany 
and Berlin is 
over, 
and 
the 
cheers and the shouting have sub­ 
sided. It was a good idea for hun 
to make the trip. It gave timely 
encouragement to the West Ber­ 
lin populace, which had grown 
panicky. But the sad. unvarnished 
truth is that the Western Alliance 
stands in a dazed, if not frustrat­ 
ed. condition as It becomes clear 
that the Soviets have in reality 
seized and virtually annexed a 
piece of Berlin and apparently 
have gotten away with their ag­ 
gression. 
The (acts are plain to see. Four 
powers allied together in the last 
war made an agreement to act 
as trustees for a conquered ter­ 
ritory. No single trustee had the 
power to disregard the will of the 
others or to continue to occupy 
any territory or govern any of its 
inhabitants without the express 
concent of the other allies. 
The Soviet Union now has vio­ 
lated its trusteeship. The people 
of West Berlin were dumbfounded 
when the three Western powers of 
the wartime alliance sent a note 
to Moscow that merely called at­ 
tention to the violation without 
seeming to be willing to do any­ 
thing about it. That s why the 
m orale of West Berlin's popula­ 
tion sank and Vice President John­ 
son hurried over to the area to 
cheer them up and to participate 
in the welcoming of 1,500 addi­ 
tional American troops who came 
lo _ strengthen the 
garrison 
in 
West Berlin. 
But such a small m ilitary con­ 
tingent and the demonstrations of 
the crowd for the distinguished 
Ameircan visitors have little, if 
any significance so far 
as the 
Communists are concerned. This 
is because, for all practical pur­ 
poses, the Western allies have al­ 
ready acquiesced in the cutting off 
of East Berlin, and there is really 
nothing to negotiate now except 
the ratification of the Soviet ac­ 
tion in annexing the whole East 
German area through the device 
of a separate peace treaty.

it must be said that no one in 
the I'.

Thorny Issue

CANNES, France 
One cannot spend five minutes 
in Europe without encountering 
the immense philosophical differ­ 
ence 
between 
Americans 
and 
Europeans on the subject of war. 
In our country, the enemy, the 
only enemy worth thinking about, 
is Communism. In Europe, the 
great enemy is war itself. 
The European popular attitude 
Is summed up best in the slogan 
now getting currency in Britain: 
“ Better Red than dead.” This 
slogan was promptly, and I think 
unwisely, dismissed 
by 
Ameri­ 
cans a l Communist propaganda. 
Of course, there s no doubt but 
that the Communists are making 
great use of it. (It s probably the 
greatest Communist propaganda 
coup »nce the Reds appropriated 
the word peace as their very own 
invention > 
Just the same, “ Better Red than 
dead” has an immense emotional 
and ideological appeal to many 
persons who abhor Communism. 
There are very great numbers 
of this group and they are an im­ 
portant 
group 
of 
writers 
and 
thinkers and their numbers span a 
great many Americans who live 
abroad. This is not to say that 
there are not many — probably 
a great majority — who would 
very much rather be dead than 
Red and who think very much 
like Americans, as expressed in 
the Gallup poll, think. 
But the difference is that both 
groups command respectful atten­ 
tion; a me rn tier of either group 
can — in cafes or in the letters 
columns of newspapers 
(where 
the subject is constantly hashed 
over) or in a livingroom — argue 
his position without losing friends 
or his job or his reputation. Can 
this be done in America? Euro­ 
peans say no. 
The subject, they say — and 
with great pride — is unarguable 
in America. “ Americans,” a wit­ 
ty European said to me, “will 
kill every last man, woman, and 
child on earth to defend a liberty 
they lost long ago. What kind of 
liberty 
have Americans'* Could 
any one in America get up and 
say he thinks the extermination 
of the human race is the great­ 
est crim e of 
all? 
Could 
any 
American get up and say: ’W hit's 
the m atter 
with 
Communism? 
It s a great system .’ All right, 
you disagree. But w hat’s the m at­ 
ter with that? Must you agree 
with every word you hear? 
“ In Europe1 when we say free­ 
dom of opinion we 
mean 
just 
that. But in America freedom of 
opinion is freedom to say what 
everyone else is saying. As be­ 
tween that and Russian freedom 
of opinion, we Europeans don’t 
see much difference. If we can’t 
express an opinion, anyhow, we d 
rather 
be alive and 
shut our 
mouths than dead and have our 
mouths permanently shut.” 
We may disagree with that, 
but we must admit that it would 
be very difficult for an American 
to talk like that in any forum 
you can think ot — newspaper, 


cafe, private home — without be­ 
ing called a Communist dupe or 
a Communist. Intelligent Euro­ 
peans feel that the stakes in tho 
next war are so vast that this is­ 
sue should be discussed on tho 
very highest levels. If humanity 
doesn't perish, civilization almost 
certainly will. Is this not an argu­ 
able subject? 
In letters to the editor or in 
private 
conversation — though 
not, as far as I can see. in any 
editorial 
or official 
opinion — 
this idea is reiterated again and 
again. But in America, I must 
confess, we are not only not per­ 
m itted to argue 
the 
question, 
whether we'd rather have tho 
whole world be dead than Red: 
we don't even perm it ourselves 
to think about it at all or to ex­ 
am ine it at all. It is treasonable 
to have anything but the official 
opinion. 
This then is the vast ideological 
gulf that one 
encounters 
here. 
Americans, many Europeans feel, 
have simply endorsed a position 
involving staggering consequences 
for all mankind which they have 
not thought about at all and which 
has never really been seriously 
debated. 
Of course, there's another, hap­ 
pier side to this thorny issue of 
freedom of conscience and this the 
Europeans miss: for the first tim e 
in my memory (at least in peace­ 
time* a democracy has a solid­ 
ity of opinion to m atch a dictator­ 
ship. For the first time an Ameri­ 
can President can pursue a course 
without being sniped at — on this 
issue anyway — from the Right 
or the Left or the Middle. 
Also, while I agree absolutely 
with my European friend that we 
are too timid, too orthodox, too 
reactionary on 
the 
subject 
of 
Communism and life und«“r Com­ 
munism (which is not all that bad 
and some day w e're going to 
have to face up to that, too), I 
feel strongly that the Europeans 
m iss entirely one great shining 
fact about the United States of 
America. There is in the Amer­ 
ican popular view on Communism 
and the cold war a certain intui­ 
tive grasp that goes beyond ar­ 
gum ents and deeper than parlor 
liberalism . 
Americans 
on 
this 
question, as they have before on 
great issues such as the American 
Revolution, the Civil War. and the 
two World Wars, have an intui­ 
tive grasp of the fundam entals 
which brook no argum ent and 
which could never be changed by 
argum ent. So why bother? 
But we must not crucify every­ 
one who feels this greatest of 
issues should be thrashed out pub­ 
licly because it includes some of 
our best friends and it includes 
some very great dem ocrats. 
Says my witty European friend: 
**I would like to see a big tele­ 
vision debate in America: 
‘Is 
Communism a better way of life 
than dem ocracy?’ If you can’t 
argue 
about 
dem ocracy, 
you 
haven't got it.”
